He is a Lebanese 
"I am in complete sympathy 
vith the Indians on this issue,” 
Mike said forthrightly. ' They have 
been greatly misrepresented. TV 


shows depict them as s u l k i n g 
murderers, liars, and as having 
no culture. These are false im­ 
pressions and unfair to Indians.” 


BECAUSE M I K E is something 
of a hero to our red brothers, he 
is kept informed of Indian resent­ 
ment against westerns. While the 
cowboys snag off all the arias, 
the Indians are left with spear- 
carrying roles in horse operas 
Ansara makes it dear that In­ 
dians ere not so uncouth as tele­ 
viewers have been led to believe.

GARDENING IN THE DESERT 


More Data on Desert Trees 


In 
last week's garden 
article 
we wrote ol trees foolishly be­ 
lieving we would have sufficient 
material to complete that issue 
When the article was completed 
we realized how far from right 
we were; hence we will continue 
listing trees that can he grown 
in the low desert, omitting those 
we deem unsatisfactory or over 
difficult to grow. 
For a windbreak we would con­ 
sider the tam arisk as most satis­ 
factory especially where westerly, 
northwesterly and 
northwest 
by 
north w i n d s 
are encountered. 
However the tamarisk is by no 
means a garden tree as H throws 
oft considerable berk and falling 
leaves. With the rapid growth of 
now homes the use of tamarisk 
— or Athel as it is botanically 
known — the use of this tree 
has diminished over the last 10 
years.
